I was frightened, 
but tried to calm myself with the thought 
that it was the oat. In a few minutes 
the noise there ceased, but there seemed 
to be a disturbance at the barn; and 
thinking that the oow had got into the 
corn crib, I summed up courage enough 
to venture outride the door to bet matters 
right. I had but stepped ouhnde, when 
a man came up behiift me, qniokly threw 
a shawl over my head, and then threw 
me upon the ground. I shrieked aloud 
for help, when he filled my tnonth with 
mud. Not being able to stifle my cries 
by that means, he thtn thrust a com.cob 
down my throat, binding it to its place 
with the veil I had on my bead. While 
this was going on he frequently spoke to 
me in insulting language, but he spoke 
ia a whisper, so that I oould not possibly 
recognize his voice.

In 1864 the family 
removed to the oity of Deoatur, 111, 
where they havu resided until the present 
time Sister Beeme baa been a faithful 
and devoted member of the church of 
God in this city during the entire period 
of her residence here. She was true to 
her Master. Nothing oonld turn her 
away from the I ruth of God. She prized 
the Word ebovo gold, yea, above muoh 
fine gold 
She suffered intensely in her 


last illness, but the triumph of her godly 
life bore precious fruit then, In the 
early part of the winter she seemed to 
have a premonition that she would not 
live to behold the flowers of the spring- 
time. She insisted that her work was 
done, that the time of her departure was 
at hand. It was my privilege to vitit her 
frequently during her sickness, and the 
same sweet, oalm, confiding trust invari- 
ably characterized her experience.

In the 
midst of herBgonies she rnm>mbered her 
uffiicted husband and, dunim; to her 
daughter, sail, "Ida, take go< d u-ire of 
papn." Her dying room ivas fillui with 
the glory and dawn of heavenly light. 
She was not, for God took her.

The Verdict Beached To-Day at 10 a. m.— 


The Tlnkler-Cartmell Case. 


From Thunday'f Daily. 


The circuit court room fi'led up quickly 


ihts morning by those eager to learn the ver- 
dict jn the case of John Thomas, tiled for 
assaulting Harvey W. Downing on October 
IT, 1833, with intent to murder, but all had lo 
wait until after 10 o'clock 


THOMAS DOT 9 TEAKS 


The jury in the John Thomas a«sault to 


murder case, after the court had given in- 
structions, retired at about 3 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon, and were out all night and un 
til 10:05 a. m, to-day when they agreed upon a 
verdict and marched to tneir places ea.itof the 
clerk's desk. At the adjournment hour last 
evening Judge Smith ordered that Thomas be 
kept In jail until a verdict had been reached, 
and he was not In the court room when the 
jury appeared. Constable Weitsel brought 
him over before the verdict was read, and he 
coolly took a chair beside Judge Nelson, when 
the veidlct was read as follows: 


"We, the jury, find the defendant guilty In 
the mannwr and form as charged in the indict- 
ment and fix his punishment at nine years In 
the penitentiary. 


The defendant was apparently not affected 


by the verdict, and after a short reverie he 
engaged in a whispe-ed conversation with 
Judge Nelson. Be then got up and went ovor 
to the jail in company with Weltgel. There 
was no motion for a new trial, but possibly 
one may be entered before court finally ad 
journs. 


If Thomas goes to Joliet under the vordict, 


and behaves himself while In prison, he can 
reduce his term to five years and nine months. 
The prisoner Is past 60 years of age and has a 
wl|i in Decatur. 


At the beginning tbe jury stood guilty to a 


man, but bad a squabble about the punish- 
ment. One man was'for the limit, U years; 
others for 10 years; others for 3 yearn, and ao 
on. They finally compromised on 9 years. 


TUG CARTMELL CASH. 


The case of the People vs. Charles H. C.irt 


meli, of Kansas City, Ho., charged witb having 
assaulted his brother-in-law, Myron W. Tink- 
ler, in Decatur, wllh Intent to murder, is now 
on trial. State's Attorney Vail and D L. Bnnn 
are prosecuting the case and I A. Ducking- 
ham and Bavld Hutchison appear for thcde 
fendaut. Tbe particulars of the case are 
familiar to the public. Cartmell was at Tink- 
ler's houee one Sunday, and while theru Tink- 
ler called. Both men came to blows because of 
Tinkler's trouble with Cart moll's Bister. The 
latter used a poker and the former a knife. 
Both men were seriously Injured but they 
recovered. Mrs. Tinkler and her daughters 
are arrayed on the side of Cartmell and Tlnk 
ler is alone at tbe side of the prosecuting 
counsel.

"Impossible," said the copjist, who 
meant to be very courteous. The next 
evening the parts were all written out 
011 the desks, and the overture was up- 
roariously encored Aubei would never 
attend a performance of any of his 
operas 
"If I did," he said, "I could 


The de- 
light he took in Rossini's music made 
him one evening go to hear "William 
Tell," and he sat quietly waiting for 
the charming violoncello trio, which 
begins the overture.

The jury did 
right and are entitled to the thanks 
of the public. 


THE millionaires do not as a rule, 


own as many millions of dollars, 
when their estates are settled, as 
they were popularly supposed to 


own. 
The bonanza chiefs of Cali- 


fornia, especially, are found, after 
their deaths to be less magnificently 
endowed with wealth than they had 
credit for when alive. Is-Senator 
Sharon's millions 'have 
dwindled 


from twenty to four, aa is ascertain- 
ed by the inventories of his prop- 
erty. 
O'Brien, of the famous bo- 


nanza firm of Flood & O'Brieo, left 
$7,000,000 instead of $30,000,000, 
which was the common estimate of 
his wealth during his lifetime. It 
takes more dollars than one would at 
first suppose to make a millionaire 
several times over.

calling attention to the fact that un- 
der the constitution the President as

At one time he 
was worth $80,000, but his three 
campaigns cost him $20,000. He 
will probably save that much from 
lis first year's salary, which will put 
us fortune back to high water mark. 
tf he is reasonably frugal he can go 
out of office worth $140,000. 


Death of Horatio Seymour. 


from Saturday'! Dalev. 


Hon. Horatio Seymour, ex-Gover- 


nor of New York, died last night ai 
the residence of his sister, Mrs. Bos 
coe Conkling, in Utica, N. Y. The 
career of Gov. Seymour was a long 
and important cne, and he stood de 
servediy high in the councils of his 
party. 
Whatever might be said in 


criticism of his public acts, it must 
be admitted that he was personally 
a pure and upright man, upon whom 
there never rested the taint of cor- 
ruption in any form. ' He lived anc 
was prominent in an age ol great po 
litical activity, and wfcen party feel 
ing ran high, but he was never ac- 
cused of anything in the shape oi 
dishonesty, or of a selfish desire to 
advance his personal interests at the 
expense of the public good. He was 
devotedly attached to his party, bui 
therb is no difference of opinion as 
to his great ability and his perf>c1 
integrity and exalted character. 


IT is rather a remarkable coinci 


dence that there should be to-day, 
in the same State, mourners leaning 
over the dead bodies of two men 
who had been the candidates cf a 
great party Cor the highest office in 
the nation. And it is also a very 
remarkable fact that within four 
months have passed away five of the 
ten Democratic candidates for Pres- 
ident and Vice President at the elec 
tiontt beginning with 1864 and end- 
ing with 1880-McClellan, Seymour, 
Brown, Hendricka and Hancock. Of 
the other five, Greeley and Blair died 
years ago, and but three are now re- 
maining—Tilden, 
Pendleton 
and 


English. On the other side there also 
are three living—Hayes, Wheeler and 
Arthur. All the others hare gone 
to their reward—Lincoln, Johnson, 
Grant, Colfax, Wilson and Garfield. 
Tha mortuary list among our greet 
men during the period referred to 
has certainly been a long one.

Why 
not send Mr. Garland to Vienna as 
Mr. Keily's successor f It would be 
a good thing for the Cabinet to be 
relieved of bis presence, and it might 
not be a bad thing for the Pan-Elec- 
tric to have a special agent abroad 
to introduce the Rogers invention.

There was but little 
snow down there anil none 50 miles north 
of us, besides we have escuptd the bliz- 
z rds which passed east of us. We ex 
pect to have some snows yet—in faot we 
will reed heavy falls of snow to make 
moisture for Brass. It is now so late 
that we cauuot reasonably expect much 
cold we'ither. The late snows usually 
melt off in a few diiys. We had two 
weeks of cold weather bat DO wind -in

Smiths cut and slash away on the 


feet until all the life is gone. They 
nail the shoe OIL with seven or eight 
nails when tonr or five would answer 
every purpose and so be much better 
Eor the foot 
They shoe the poor horse 


now as they did one hundred years ago. 
They employ boys, in many cases, to 
nail and trim the foot, who have no 
more idea of what they are doing than 
a monkey has of the weather predic- 
tions. The owners of horses stand 
around and s«y nothing, but allow them 
full sway. Oh, owners of horses, why 
will you allow the poor horse to be 
butchered? Why don't you stop and 
reason? Ask yourself, does the foot 
reqnne so much cutting? I tell you 
right here no; it will not stand it. 
Shoe the foot in the moat simple way. 
The shoe, the rasp and four or five 
nails for the gentleman's road horse is 
all that is required. 
What is still bet- 


ter is a short shoe, called a tip. If you 
ran not make up your mind to use tho 
tip, use a plain, flat shoe, and have it 
put on tho way I have stated. Don't 
go to the shop with your horse and tell 
the smith to shoe him, but tell him how 
you want him shod, the most simple 
way is the better. Say "Mike, Pat or 
Jerry, I want my horse shod, just rasp 
his foot off, so he will have a level boar- 
ing. Do not touch a knife to it, at all. 
Nail on a short, flat shoe, Tuth four or 
five nails and let it alone. I want the 
outside of the foot, to look as dirty as 
possible, no sand-paper or rasp goes on 
the outside of the same. In a little 
time you will have a foot on your 
horse that is sound and strong, free 
from corns, or any other trouble. Now, 
if every owner of a horse will do this 
much, we will not see the poor crippled 
horses that we do now in one year's 
time. Every man who owns a horse, 
will own one that can walk, trot or 
run, and do it with ease and pleasure, 
After you do this much, you will short- 
en the shoe a little, you will find thai 
improves your hoise, after a while you 
will shorten it still more, before you 
know it, you will be driving your 
horse with tips, then both you and the 
horse will be pleased.—Turf, Field and 
Farm.

Why not begin where others have leit 
off, and be thankful that they have 
done so much to help us along on the 
road to the goal, success. He would 
be a foolish man indeed who should re- 
ject good, well-laid foundations, exactly 
suitable for the building he proposes to 
erect, and, because he had the material 
at his hand, should persist in preparing 
a foundation of bis own, thereby under- 
taking a vast amount of expense and 
labor which he might have avoided.

Pretty soon another and then another 
umped up, and when we came to 
Jntte Creek we had a drove ol sixteen 
jig grizzlies. I was riding a very 
ligh-lived sorrel horse. I singled out 
he largest grizzly, and was determined 
0 kill him, but every time I attempted 
to raise my gun my horse would com- 
mence bucking and jumping furiously, 
so that I could not get a shot at him. 
Finally I chased him until I thought he 
was almost out of breath—got to going 


cry slow. He did not run very fast, 
jecause 
he was very large. 
He 


was the largest and oldest, I think, of 
all of them, and I deteimined to have 
a shot at him. I went up to almost 
twenty feet of him and got off my 
liorse, and the horse tited to pull away 
Eiom mo, and the bear stopped and 
raised on his hind tent, and stood about 
six or eight feet high; and then I have 
a recollection that my hair stood up, 
too. 
I finally got my horse subdued, 


but the bear had gone on toward Butte 


fc k, so I was greatly disappointed, 
I did not got the bear. * * * We 


into Colnsa County and pretty 


soon a grizzly sprang up, and I put 
alter him; and pretty soon he turned 
and put atlei nip, and for about a quar- 
ter of a mile, every jump he made he 
just struck my horse's tail, and Peter 
Lassen, all he did was to tell me to run 
He might have come up and diverted 
the bear's attention, but no, he let the 
bear alone. But I had the advantage 
of the bear, as I was on a good horse, 
and pretty soon we carae to a place 
where there was a slough, and then 1 
made him go into the water; then I 
knew what to do. When he got up on 
the other side I was ready. He crawled 
up slowly, all dripping wet; then he 
raised up on his hind leet to look at 
me. My gun went off, and, lo! I saw 
a stream of blood about as large as my 
arm, apparently, spurt into the air, 
and then he gave two or three bounds 
and fell dead. That is the way we 
nsed to attend to grizzlies in those days. 
1 did not see any grizzlies yesterday 
coming along.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Secretary Man* 


nlng has sent to the Speaker of the House 
a long communication on the subject of 
the revision of the tariff. The Secretary 
says at tbe outset that bis opinion in re- 
gard to the existing tariff law is clear and 
positive, and more and more confirmed 
by every day's widening experience atthe 
head of the Treasury Department. 


Soon after he entered upon his duties 


as Secretary of the Treasury he became 
convinced that investigations into the 
conduct of the customs service were of 
pressing importance, and since the meet- 
ing of Congress the need of additional 
legislation on the subject has become im- 
perative. Two courses, tbe Secretary says, 
are open to Congress. One is the en- 
largement of the free list, a reduction 
of the number of dutiable articles, a 
prudent substitution of specific for ad- 
vnlorem rates, and a thorough revision 
and change of the existing rates and 
system. 
The other is partially indi- 


cated by the bin now before the Sen- 
ate finance committee, "to 
prevent 


frauds upon the customs revenue," a 
measure the Secretary says: "In the di- 
rection of deteient legislation, which 
shall, by more stringent rules and new 
contrivances in the form of ones and 
punishment, so operate on the fears of 
importers as to induce them to present 
truthful Invoices and make on entry a 
correct declaration of the foreign value." 


These two courses were not, the Sec- 


retary thinks, necessarily 
alternative; 


both may be put together, out, in his 
opinion, it is expedient that an attempted 
reduction and simplification of rates shall 
precede a revival of coercive laws as 
pressed bjrthe bill now before the Sen- 
ate committee. 


Secretary Whitney'a Direction! to the 


Board on New Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. — Secretary 


Whitney has called the attention ol the 
board on new cruisers to the importance 
of being specific in their recommenda- 
tion, and requests them to observe that 
there are two subjects which they are to 
cover. First, that the plans recommend- 
ed to him for adoption shall be snch that 
they will work out, if honestly executed, 
in the production of ships having the 
characteristics which, considering the 
state of the art, ought to be attained. 
This, he says, is amatter which the board 
can within reasonable limits absolutely 
determine. 


In the second place he says: "Yon 


should furnish me with these specifica- 
tions in such detail as to enable me to 
make ft contract of sufficient deflmtenest 
as to be fair both to the contractor and 
the Government, upon which close bidding 
can take place, and which can be executed 
with absolute certainty by an honest bid- 
der. 
Both he and the Government must 


have absolute rights as soon as the con- 
tract was entered into, as there must be 
no loose clauses or opportunities for 
loose construction, offering premiums to 
favoritism among leaders. I have been 
specially appealed to upon this subject 
by many persons intending to bid, and I 
am impressed with its importance."

The Franking; Privilege. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Attorney- 


General has rendered a decision that 
members of Congress in forwarding to 
their constituents in penaltyn evelopes 
information in regard to pensions, etc., 
can indorse the information inclosed, 
but that the law will not permit any- 
thing further than indorsement to be 
lorwarded in official envelopes.

In conclusion. Mr Jackson said this meas- 
ure might-fail, but he esteemed It a great 
personal-privilege, as well as a high and pa- 
triotic duty to give It his support, for h« 
was Impressed with the conviction that U 
we would provide against the danger*

government had survived, we 
mast take Winer precautions than any na- 
tion had vet ever taken by diffusing, far 
and wide among onr people, that Intelli- 
gence which Alone will constitute the safe- 
guard and protection of our political Insti- 
tutions.

GENERAL SHERMAN ON TUB PRESS. 


Uncle Billy Expatiate* Upon tbe Tyranny 


ot tbe Modem Newspaper—Personal. 
NBW Yotuc, Feb. 16.—General W. T. 


Sherman has remained here since Gener- 
al Hancock's funeral, bat will return to 
St. Louis to-day. The publication re- 
garding the condition of the Confederacy 
when Sherman offered Johnson terms of 
capitulation, which, it is said, would 
have left the South in possession of its 
slaves and the States In the hands of the 
existing governments, has caused consid- 
erable talk, A reporter asked the Gener- 
al about it yesterday and he replied: 


I haven't seen the article, although my 


attention has been called to it. I shall 
not read it. The tyranny ol the press In 
this country is becoming simply awful. 
It is worse than the old tyranny of the 
slave-holders. It will cause a worse re- 
volution than slavery did. It will not be 
bloodless either. Why, the gossip of the 
press has destroyed social freedom of in- 
tercourse. It has made men afraid of 
their neighbors. It has led to general 
suspicion and distrust. No man can 
open his mouth any more and be sore that 
his confidence will be respected. No man 
can write 
to 
his acquaintance 
and 


be sure that his letter will uot appear in 
print. There is no comfort left in the 
land. I am old and cannot be hurt by 
this condition of things. But it will be 
the bane of the rising generation, and 
they will be obliged to rebel against it. 
There will be some sort of trouble and 
then the country will settle down again 
for awhile. It seems as though the man 
who serves his country most is the target 
for the greatest amount of abuse in the 
press." 


The 
General branched off on to the 


question of his future residence: 


'I am not going to give up St. I,ouih 


as my place of residence," h« said, "my 
home is there, and I as nicely fixed as 
any nun in the country. AVhcn I was at 
Cincinnati, the other day, the people 
urged me to come there to live and ^airt 
they would do almost 
anything if 
I 


would become a citizen there. It would 
be delightful to live on one of the hills 
around the Queen City. If I had any no- 
tion of leaving St. Louis, I think Cin- 
cinnati would suit me. 
The talk about 


my coming East grows out of the fact 
that my boy, the only child left 
at 


home, will enter the Sheffield Scientific 
•chool at New Haven next winter. His 
mother wants to be near him. 
There is 


no one for us to care for now but him, 
and we shall come to New York for the 
;wo years that he eypecta to be in school, 
tfy daughter Ella is married and living in 
Philadelphia, while my other daughter is 
married and living in Pittsburgh. We 
shall be nearer both of them. I have had 
villas in New Jersey; houses in Fifth 
avenue; apartments in desirable locali- 
ies, and rooms in half a dozen hotels of- 
ered for ray accommodation here, but I 
thall probably take my old rooms in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel."
